After much lighting the revolu- 
tionists proclaimed a republic at Nank- 
ing in, December and Dr. Sun Yat Sen 
accepted the presidency on Dec. 29.

observed, but the negotiations Sbutiuued 
with the result that the Manchus seeing 
that tho Chinese people was almost en- 
tirely in favor of the republican idea 
and'that the outlying dependencies of 
Tibet, Turkestan, Mongolia and Manchu- 
ria were breaking away, decided that it.

London, Feb. 12.— England, long known 


as the '.'tight little isle," is rapidly be- 
coming ."loose," if we are to believe the 
alarming reports that come from various 
parts of'the coast. %-The- recent dropping 
of a huge xslicd of the Dover cliffs into 
the sea-'is;but one of many similar inci- 
dents tBat would lead .-one. to believe 
that the^to.tal disappearance of the whole 
island is but .: a "question -of years. 


From Dover comes the report that at- 


least Ip.OOO more square yards of- ground 
show evidence of instability, and it is 
expected that with a little more of the 
extraordinary run of wet weather there 
is serious danger of their slipping into 
the water. At PakefieU, in 
Suffolk; 


Klinsea, in Yorkshire, and Berth, on 
Cardigan bay. something approaching a 
panic has taken possession of the pco 
pic who live near the waters edge. 


For 'five years a royal commission on 


coast erosion and afforestation sat in 
England and made exhaustive investiga- 
tions on the former subject. About a 
year ago the commission made some 
valuable suggestions for preventing just 
such accidents as that which occurred 
near Dover recently. One of the monv 
btrs of the commission takes an 
op 


titnistic view of the situation. 


"Although the sea is encroaching on 


certain parts of the coast." he says, "we 
need have no fear that the sea, in its 
•fight with'man for the land, will win the 
battle. Oil'the whole, the coast is grow- 
ing outwards, and much more land is be- 
ing added to the country than is being 
lost. . 


"Nevertheless, at certain parts of the 


coast the sea is making serious inroads. 
At Pakefield, near Loerwestoft, for in- 
stance, tho village is 'gradually being 
swallowed up by the waves. There can 
be no doubt that the encroachment of 
sea at Pakefield is duo to the protective 
methods by keeping back tho sea nt 
~,oewestoft. 
If the sea is held off at a 


certain point it is apt to 'get in behind.' 
Somewhere along the coast it will get 
ts own back. It can not be set back. 


"The only way to protect the coast 


effectively is to protect it everywhere. 
But in certain parts of the country the 
value of the land hardly justifies such 
an expense.''

Washington, Feb. 12.—The growing 


disposition of commerce to seek its des- 
tination by shortest routes and easiest 
grades is illustrated by the increasing 
ihaie of the exports which made their 
exit through the gulf and northern bor- 
der ports last year. The value of ex- 
poria passing through the gulf ports in 
the calendar year 1011 was 443 million 
dollars, against 270 million in 1900, an 
increase of C4 per cent.; that passing 
through the northern border ports 2'JS 
millions, against 105 million in 1900. an 
increase of 184 per cent.; while that 
pauing through the Atlantic ports in 
the same period increased but 20 per 
Wit. 
The share of the total exports 


which passed out of the Atlantic ports 
fell 'from 7S per cent, in 18SO in OS per 
cent, in 10(10. and 58 per cent in !!lli. 
vhil* the share through the jj"'f p»vu

viurU of Southern Texas towns. 


The announcement is now made from 


the ollices of the state board of hpalt! 
that, seventy-one towns have raised tlie 
meningitis <juarantine. Some, towns stil 
remain closed to visitors from Dallas 
Kort Worth, Waco, Shreveport, !jt., *li< 
other infected point'. This list includes 
the town of Oroesliach—population 573— 
which maintains its isolation, hiving 
quarantined itself agniiist

world 


from ''Dublin to Delhi." 


Dtcrease in Death Ritt. 


. With seventy-six cases at present in 
th« quarantine hospital the dentil rate 
in Dalian hardly averaged one. * day, as 
compared with the beginning of the, epi- 
demic, when ih« mortality was 40 per 
cent, of those attacked'by the disease.

The Smonl bill, adopted by a vote of 


12 to 2 after the Sherwood bill had been 
voted down 10 to 4, embodies provisions 
to pension civil war veterans 02 years 
old who served ninety days or more and 
any Mexican war veteran who served 
sixty days or more.

veterans would receive 330 a month. 
The civil war veterans would be put on 
a graduated scale from $lo a mouth for 
ninety day veterans 02 years old to 
a month for veterans 75 years old who 
served three years or more.
